Senator Stewart's 


Wife Is a 


Victim. 


SAN FRANCISCO, 
September 13.— 


Mrs. William M. Stewart, wife of the 
'Junior United States Senator 
from 


Nevada, was dashed to death yesterday 
afternoon in an automobile smash-up 
in Alameda. Her two nephews, Henry 
F. Foote, son of W. W. Foote, and H. 
B. Taylor, both of Oakland, were her 
companions on the fatal ride. They 
escaped with the slightest of injuries. 


The accident which cost Mrs. Stew- 


art 
her 
life 
happened, 
strangely 


enough, on the day—almost at 
the 


hour—when the bodies of Charles L. 
Fair and his wife, victims of an auto- 
mobile tragedy near Paris, were being 
laid to rest in this city. The Alameda 
accident, moreover, 
was very similar 


to that which caused the tragic taking 
off of the Fairs. 


During the afternoon Mrs. Stewart, 


"who was visiting her brother, W. W. 
Foote, at his Oakland home, said she 
desired to call on her granddaughter, 
Mrs. TJbedore Hofer of Carson, Nev., 
•who Is the guest or xv. E. Kelley at 
1829 
Clinton aVenue, Alameda. 
Her 


nephews offered to take her across the 
estuary in their automobile? a big, two- 
seated Winton 
machine, rapid and 


roomy. Toung Taylor was the chauf- 
feur frfr the little excursion and Mrs. 
Stewart elected to sit beside him, Mr. 
Foote occupying th^- rear seat. 


At 4:10 p. m. the automobile reached 


the intersection of Santa Clara avenue 
and Bay street, moving east on the 
former 
thoroughfare. Accounts vary 


as to its speed, the estimate 
of Mr. 


Taylor, who held the steering bar, be- 
ing ten 
miles an hour. 
A delivery 


•wagon driven by a boy approached at 
a right angle to the course of the auto- 
mobile, moving north on Bay street, 
and to avoid it Chauffeur Taylor veer- 
ed to the north. Evidently* his purpose 
was to gain room so that he could cross 
.ahead of the wagon. Either the turn 
was too abrupt or the 
steering gear 


failed to respond. The rapidly moving 
machine sped on in its course to the 
left, across gutter and curb, dashing 
with great 
force against an electric 


.light pole at the northeast corner. So 
heavy was the automobile and so high 
the speed that the pole, a solid stick 
thirty feet high and eighteen inches in 
diameter, was cut square off near the 
base and crashed down on the house of 
John Hackeu, carrying with it a tangle 
of wires. 


Mrs. 
Stewart and her nephews were 


flung violently out of the machine. The 
unfortunate lady struck her head either 
on a fragment of the shatered pole or

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—Sec-etary 


Shaw today issued the following state- 
ment: 
Secretary Shaw has made arrange- 


ments to release about W.000,000 of the 
treasury holdings. He has had a list 
prepared, of those 
national 
banks 


throughout the country which held free 
or pledged bonds at the date of their 
last report and has made inquiries for 
others. After making 
allowance 
for 


changed conditions since last' report he 
expects this will release at least $4,000,- 
000. 
He has sent notice to all such 


that if they will send these bonds to 
the treasurer of the United States in 
sums of fifty thousand dollars or more 
they will be designated as temporary 
depositaries and the face value of .the 
bonds wKl be deposited with them to 
the credit of the treasurer of the Unit- 
ed States. He has pursued this course 
in preference to designating deposi- 
taries in the ordinary way, which com- 
pels him to buy bonds in the market 
at a large premium, thus paying out 
more for the bonds than they get from 
the government. The customs receipts 
are extremely heavy at this particular 
season of the year and the cash bal- 
ance of the treasury has gradually In- 
creased. 


He also has decided to anticipate the 


October interest, amounting to about 
$4,200,000, and with this in view, orders 
have been issued to the various sub- 
treasuries to cash such coupons as may 
be presented them for payment and

It la gratifying to note that Secre- 


ta:y Moody insists that naval officers 
shall spend most of their time at sea, 
learning and practicing their profes- 
sion. 
During the years our fleet was 


In decadence there were not enough 
billets afloat to give the officers much 
of a chance, and, it may be added, the 


1 veterans of the civil war service, then 
predominant In the navy, did not need 
more experience to make them good 
sea-fighters. Moreover they had earned 
mud},!?hore leave. Unfortunately, how- 
ever; the shore leave habit grew and 
spread until young fellows who needed 
all the sea service they could get, 
^pent their time, generally with results, 
in log-rolling for Jobs ashore. 
Even 


cruises meant much harbor and land 
duty, as old timers of Honolulu well- 
remember. 
Nothing was commoner, 


aTso, than to have war-ships docked 
for long periods for slight repairs, thus 
g-lving officers shore duty 
with 
sea 


credits; »nd the abuse became so great 
as to attract the eye of Congress. 
It 


was even said, with what truth we do 
not know, that machinery was pur- 
posely broken so as to force the ship 
back to port. 


Honolulu once had a fine object les- 


son as to the differing practices of a 
foreign navy and our' own. 
It was 


when the American cruiser Boston and 
the Japanese cruiser Naniwa were In 
port. The officers of the Boston were 
only on the ship when routine duty 
compelled them to be and there were 
neither boat nor shore drills, although 
there were some shore parades. This 
was after the Stevens protectorate had 
lapsed and the camp on the old Ar- 
lington premises had been broken up. 
Receptions, dinners, luaus and drives 
made up the round of life of our naval 
officers in Honolulu. On board the Jap- 
anese cruiser, however, life was a pro- 
fessional ordeal. 
Some years after- 


wards H. I. H. Prince Komatsu, who 
had been a lieutenant on board the 
Naniwa, said: "I was never permitted 
to go on shore but once, and that was 
for an official call at the consulate. We 
were always being drilled. 
Captain 


Togo would not permit any 
form of 


recreation aboard his ship. If officers 
wanted to play any game the captain 
advised them to fence or engage in a 
tactical debate; and if they wanted 
current magazines or newspapers they 
were told to read professional books. 
A request for shore leave for pleasure 
was always denied and the officer was 
ordered to take a boat's crew outside 
the reef and practice with 
the two- 


pounders." That was the way to drill 
naval officers and the Naniwa's com- 
pany showed the good results of it the 
next year at the battle of the Yalu and 
in the investment of Wei-hai-Wei.

For Pnotographifeg Bodies. 


Dr. Pratt, executive officer 
of

Board of Health, has rigged up a novel 
appliance in the morgue for holding a 
camera over a dead body while a photo- 
graph is being taken. It consists of a 
board about three inches wide and two 
feet long, a row of small perforations 
appearing along the center. 
The per- 


forations fit a screw taken fiom a tripod 
which in turn fits into a screw hole 
in the bottom of the camera.

In this way any part 
of a body can be photographed, the 
camera pointing downwards.

HAVOC WROUGHT 


AT TORIJJMA 


The results of the search made for 


any survivors of the volcanic eruption ' 
of Torijlma, Is thus described in the j 
Japan Times: 
| 


The Torijlma rescue party which was ( 


specially despatched by the Department 
of Home Affairs on the 22nd ult. and 
which the present writer had Joined, ar- 
rives back In Yokohama at 2 p/m. yae- 
terday (Sunday) 
All that can be re- 


ported as the result of this expedition 
is that so far as the human inhabitants 
of the islanu are concerned they have 
all perished or, more properly, they all 
have disappeared in consequence of a 
volcanic eruption or eruptions that had 
taken place there between the 8th and 


10th 
of August, 
that t.ie manner of 


their disappearance cannot be ascer- 
tained; 
and that these Inhabitants 


numbered 125, including men, women, 
and children. As for the topography of 
the island, it may be said that the cen- 
tral and the highest of the three peaks 
on it has* been blown out of existence; 
that a crater of considerable depth and 
size'has appeared partly in place of the 
demolished peak, that where there for- 
merly stood the houses of the inhabi- 
tants -nothing but an expanse of un- 
dulating land forming a gradually ris- 
ing base to a steep hill and covered 
over with a deep layer of dark gray 
dust of pulverized rocks intermixed here 
and there- with large boulders of con- 
crete formation can be seen; that a new 
bay with deep water has appeared at a 
point where it was not before; that a 
portion of the island is buried under a 
field of large and small rocks thrown 
out by the eruption; 
that the grass 


lands on the hill tops and mountain 
sides which form nearly two quarters 
or one-half of the entire area of the. 
island have become buried under lay- 
ers of fine volcanic dust, while the re- 
maining one quarter is fresh and intact 
with its vegetation 
and its grasses. 


Next, the condition of the places dev- 
astated by the explosion as we saw 
them, may be summarized thus, light 
clouds of vapor were issuing In two 
or three places from the sandy or ashy 
bottom 
of the 
newly formed crater 


which must at least be three or four 
hundred feet below the rim; the Island 
was practically quiet, there being noi 
seismic shocks felt and the 
eruptive j 


force having apparently exhausfed it-, 
self and there was no immediate dan-1 
ger of the convulsions being repeated.

Storrs who has charge of the work 
of putting the large amount of glass 
In the new Young Building. 


Storrs represents the firm of W. P. 


Puller & Co. of San Francisco who 
have the contract to put In the glass 
He came down on the

brought two other glass experts with 
him. Fifty thousand dollars' worth of 
glass is required to properly fix up 
every'window In the new building. 


""This building has a larger frontage 


than any building In San 
Francisco. 


You have over seven hundred feet here 
of frontage on this one building and 
when you consider that all this repre- 
sents plate glass of the finest quality 
you can imagine the cost of it 
It will 


take us about two months to place the 
glass in position." 


The work of putting in the big plate 


glass Is very particular labor. 
Each 


of the larger panes is worth over a hun- 
dred dollars and extreme care must be 
used in handling it, but the experts 
shift it around if it were so much wood 
Some plates 
weigh as 
much as 750 


pounds. Each plate must be cut to the 
required size and it is marvelous with 
what ease this work Is done. The dia- 
mond cutter rips the glass apart easily 
and a little tap of a small hammer 
does the rest. 


As Hawaii is counted as a place 


where there is risk from earthquakes, 
in erecting plate glass some precaution 
must be taken against damage from 
small shakes. The glass is trimmed to 
such a size that there Is a small mar- 
gin at the top and on each side from 
the wood frame and it rests at the bot- 
tom on small lead slugs so that a build- 
ing could be shaken considerably with- 
out an\ injury resulting to the glass. 
The glass rests exactly level on its base 
and is puttied all around.

They could be raised, of course, 
for the climate and the food supply would 
be found all that you wished, but there la 
not much money In raising crops- for 
which there is no good market.

U. 8 A., 
is the leading paper, we believe, and • 
letter addressed to ita editor would no 
doubt be gladly answered and a copy of 
the paper sent to you. The postage of 
letters to Honolulu is the same as iu the 
United States."

Mr Kuhns is a practical farmer who. 


prior to coming to Hawaii, was located 
n Cooperstown, North Dakota.

excess of the visible supply. 


The place referred to by him is in what

that 1 find it both pleasant and profitable. 


The climate is favorable as there is no 


long winter to check either laying or 
Hatching 
By having eggs hatching at all times I 


have >oui,g pullets beginning to lay every 
month, thus keeping the egg supply regu- 
lar.The average egg production for the last 
seven months is two eggs for each five 
hens, and the average for a jear would 
show but a slight variation. 


I receive fifty cents per dozen for eggs 


at all seasons and from sevent>-flve cents 
to one dollar for >oung frj. 


From one hundred eggs I get 
about 


eighty full grown fowls, and a very small 
percentage of the loss is due to disease 
or vermin. 
Sore head or chicken pox Is causing 


some trouble at a lower elevation but I 
have not been troubled much here. 


The greatest objection to poultry rais- 


ing as a business is the high price of feed. 
I feed wheat almost exclusively and pay 
2\i cents pir pound for it, delivered at 
my place. My chickens have free range 
but are not expected to pick up their 
living in the woods.
